It seeks to prohibit publi- 
cation of admissions or confessions 
during a preliminary’ hearing,. or 
mention. that -such- admissions or 
confessions were presented At pre- 
liminary-- hearings until the later 
trial has been completed, if there is 
‘a trial, or until the accused has 
been discharged. 

In its main purpose we ‘believe 
this is a wise provision, It is not a 
negation of fr eedom of the press. 

The intent. of the amendment is 
to avoid the: publication of material 
which- could influence-the mind of 
a juror befere the evidence comes 
to him in the proper form at the 
trial. .That is a ‘desirable. protec- 
tion ‘supporting the principles that 
juries must be unprejudiced, and 
that'an accused person must be pre- 
sumed innocent until guilty,
